Tt was in the year 1895 and the place was the old city lot where the 
- Federal building now stats, that the boys of the S. H. S. made their first 
Mow to the present game. On this lot they used to assemble and play the 
old kicking game. They were hard at it one day when Cummings Sanborn, 
who attended prep school at Stamford, Conn., approached them. 

“Say, you fellows ought to play Rugby, like we do out east,” he said. 

“We're game" (or whatever the "cute" equivalent of that word was) 
came the answer. 

Accordingly the following were picked out to represent the black and 
gold ? Nixy; our good old colors were white and gold at that time; they 
changed em in '97. Ends, Clare Kerns, Oliver Atwood; tackles, Jas. Griggs, 
Fred Atwood; guards, James (Pie) Kerns, Walter Ridley; center, Hugh Mac- 
Donald, who afterward starred at Alma college; halves, Ed. Albert and 
Howard Richardson; full back, Shirley Lyons. 

The pioneers trotted up to the Sanborn home where they could make 
their novitiate in private, far from the madding crowd, as it were. Their 
first lesson was in tackling, the dummy consisting of a bag tied to a tree. 
Next they were taught formations; these latter were built on the old wedge 
formation and consisted of revolving’ wedges, tandems and the like. The 
starting formation was a great deal like the present defensive formation. 
Guard close to centey, tackles a few paces out and ends two paces from 
tackles. The quarter played close, and the halves played five yards back and 
almost directly back of the ends. An unwieldly formation at best. Coach
